Having  heard  all  sorts  of  complaints  about  the  prices  of 
"books  in  our;  bookstore,  The  Erindalian  decided  to  get  the  real  story 
Speaking  to  manager  David  McKecknie,  this  week,  here  is  what  wwe 
found  out. 

The  prices  on  the  books  that  you  buy  are  prices  set  by  the 
publishers.  Our  store  buys  at  that  price  but  with  a  20$  discount. 
The  difference  provided  by  this  discount  is  supposed  to  cover  the 
operating  expenses  of  the  store.   And  does  it?  Not  by  a  long  shot! 

The  campus-wide  U  of  T  Bookstores  organization  as  a  whole 
showed  a  loss  last  year  and  our  bookstore  itself  was  in  the  red  by 
a  cool  $1^,000.00.  The  gross  profit  was  a  mere  $^,000.00  against 
a  total  expense  tally  of  $19,171.00. 

The  expenses  include  salaries,  repairs,  deprec'-.iation 
and,  here's  an  item  that  gives  the  bookstore  cause  for  complaint — 
last  year  $980.00  worth  of  stock  was  stolen. 

So  here  we  have  a  store  open  8  hrs .  a  day  and  at  least 
two  evenings  suffering  large-, large  losses  to  bring  you  textbooks  that 
are  overpriced  by  publishers,  if  at  all.  .   '.So  it  would  seem  that 
complaints  about  these  prices  were  made,  as    is  usually  the  case, 
with  no  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

And  by  the  way,  when  you  buy  a  book,  hold  onto  the  receipt 
and  don't  mark  the  book.  Within  ten  days  of  purchase  you  can  return 
books  as  long  as  you  have  the  receipt.
